HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE:  Ben 

Bledsoe  set  this  monument  based  on  proportional 
measurement  between  the  railroad  spike  found  near 
CICr_Q25,  which  was  not  accepted  by  this  office, 
and  the  stone  found  at  CICr_T25.  The  rebar  is  2  feet 
north  and  1 1  feet  west  of  the  intersection  of  fence 
remains  to  the  north,  east,  and  west.  A  14”  rebar 
(#10446)  was  found  flush  at  the  offset  corner  per 
Lawrence  County  Section  Corner  Data  Sheet  A19. 
The  Lawrence  County  corner  was  found  at  the  north 
base  of  a  wooden  fence  post  corner,  with  fence 
remains  to  the  east  and  west,  and  a  barbed  wire 
fence  to  the  south.  The  Lawrence  County  corner  is 
0.9  feet  north  of  the  line  between  the  stone  found  at 
CICr_Q25  and  the  stone  found  at  CICr_T25.  The 
Bledsoe  Tapp  rebar  is  5.3  feet  north  of  the  same  line. 
We  spent  minimal  time  searching  for  a  stone,  as  the 
hillside  is  covered  in  native  rocks.  There  is  5.3  feet  of 
uncertainty  associated  with  this  corner  due  to  the  use 
of  the  railroad  spike  near  CICr_Q25  as  opposed  to 
the  stone  found  at  CICr_Q25.  The  Bledsoe  Tapp 
rebar  was  accepted  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor 
Review  Board  on  November  2,  2000  and  by  Eric 
Deckard  in  2002  on  the  unrecorded  Stewart  Road 
Type  E  Administrative  Subdivision  on  file  in  the 
Office  of  the  Monroe  County  Auditor  (Reference 
Survey  ID  000046). 
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
